Munitions, 
eircraft and shipbuilding showcd a stoady growth in the totel for both soxos until April, 
1343. ifale omployment in munition factorics insroased rapidly until July, 1942, but after 
that dato, the monthly incroase slackened off, anc since April, 1943, about 5,6UC men have 
been rolcasec, Fonale cunition workers continucd to expand until May, 1943, but 2,80C 
worien have beon roleased since that date. Male workers in other factorics and workshops 
were increasing whon war with Japan started, but then commoncad to decline and by the ond 
of 1942 had decreased by 33,000, Since that tinc there has boon littlo moverient, Malo 
workers in Government munitions factories expanded by 28,7. betweon November, 1941 and 
December, 1942, but heve dcclincd since by 2,0, (Of course a very largo proportion of the 
workers remaining in private factorics have been transferrod to war contracts.) Feralo 
workers in other factorics and workshovs have remainca very steady since Novenber, 1941, 
and are omly 4,5CC above the Noverbor 1941 level, Governmontal services othor than. 
runition works increased slightly until April, 1942, but the largo incroase in May, 1942 
was due to the inclusion of such Alliod Works Gouncil onplcyocs as wore working directly 
for Govornnontal authoritics. Since Mey, 1542, malcs in this group have decrcased by 
11,30, The nunber of fermalcs in Government serviccs has increasoc fairly stoadily 
and in Octobor, 1943, stocd at 59 por cont above the Noverber 1541 level. Malcs in 
"ell other industrics" rcached a peak in Septorber 1941, and tho dccline in subsequont 
honths placed October, 1943, at 23 por cont belcw Novembor, 1541. This fall has nmoant 
tho roleasing of 123,ULC men for tho Armed Forces. Fomalés in "all othor industrics" 
showed a slight tondcncy to increase until April, 1942, but romainod fairly steady aftor 
that dato. 
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Summing up, it may be said that from November, 1941, to May, 1943, munition 
etc. works required 32,200 extra men and 28,600 extra wonen, but have subsequently 
released 5,500 men and 2,800 women. Betweon November, 1941 and October, 1943 other 
Government. activities absorbed 8,700 extra mech and 39,300 women, while other factories 
and workshops released 29,900 men, and «ll other industries released 122,800 men. 
Female employment in industries ather than munition etc., works and other government 
activities, expunded by 11,700.

During the first period of the war, males engaged in the Forces and Industry 
Were increasing at an average rate of 16,700 per month; the monthly increase fell to 
14,500 in the first year, and to 1,300 in the first eleven months cf the second year of 
the Pacific War. Entries into the Forces, however, averagec 13,5¢0 monthly for the 
Peret period, rose to 22,800 in the first year of Pacific War, but averaged only 3,000 
in the subsequent eleven months. Diminishing unemployment was ylelding 6,600 monthly 
in the early pert cf the war, 3,6¢C per month during the first year of the Pacific War, 
but little thereafter. wen drawn into the Forces and Incustry from other groups at 
first averaced &,30C monthly, rose to 9,7CC in the twelve months after Japan entered 
the War, but these other. groups have now ceased to provide manpower. 


Women commenced to be recruited for the Forces about the middle of 1941. They 
averaged only 800 per month from July to November, 1941, but in the next twolvce months 
averagad #,200 por month, and in tho clevon months Decombor, 1942, to October, 1943, 
averaged 1,600. Jhoso cntoring industry avcragod about 4,000 cach month prior to Novombor, 
1941, during the noxt twolve months they avoraged 35900 and in the clevon months Docomber, 
1942, to October, 1943, averaged 2,700. Tho largest sources of additional female labour 
wero unoccupicd womon, women ongaged, in private domestic scrvice, and employers and solf- 
employed women. Those sources provided 3,100 per month in the early part of the war, 

5,000 per month in the twelve months after November, 1941, and 3,400 per month during the 
eleven months onded Octobor, 1943,
